1, The reorganization of Volkspolizei Dienststelle (VPD)[__] 25x" 
in Prankenberg began on 10 January 1952. Some of the Sonder- 
abtellungen were integrated with the “Konmandos which were

Comment, The present and previous rererts allow no definite 
eonclusion as to whether the Kov:-andos, after their reorganization, 
are cadre units for regiments or battalions. 

Comment, The personnel strength of the 7th Sonderabteilung 
of 120 nen remained the same as prior to the reorganization, 
whereas the organizational structure nas changed essentially. 
another rerort stated that elements cf the lst Senderabteilung 
(i:en) were intercrated into the infantry Lomeandos or infantry 
Abteilunzen. Tne following conclusions 
ean be drawn or 8 S.rpart Tw reference report with the 
present report: first, the lst Sonderabteilvung (fen) detached 
elements to the infantry Komsandos; seenond, two independent 
Grurpen were formed fror the tank and SP guns previously belonging 
te the 7th Sonderabteiluneen; and third, all armored ccrponents 
of the VED were merged into a nixed Abteilung of cadre status 
whieh, in essence, consists of an armored ASbteilung, the remainder 
of the reecnnaissance Abteilung and an SP artillery unit. This 
merger may have been effected to facilitate training. 
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
